Davison a Power In Banking. 


New 
York, June 13.—‘‘Friday the 
T hirteenth” has never failed to a t­ 
tract attention in Wall Street since 
Tom Lawson published his book of 
that title. But until 1 oday there never 
has been anything to justify the a t­ 
tention bestowed on the date combin­ 
ing the hoodoo Friday and the un­ 
lucky thirteen. Today, 
however, 
the 
Street recalled the fact that it w*as 
the birthday of Henry Pomeroy Davi­ 
son. In past years the birthday anni­ 
versary of Mr. Davison was n o t no­ 
ticed. But the death of 
J. 
Pieri»ont 
Morgan brought about a change, for 
Mr. Davison is now recognized as the 
most conspicuous figure in the house 
of Morgan—the man who furnishes 
the dynamic force of the great bank­ 
ing firm. 
Mr. Davison is but forty-six years 
old. Twenty years ago he was a clerk 
in a bank at a salary of $300 a year. 
That was in the town of Troy, Pa. A 
few* years later he landed 
in 
New i 
York and finally obtained a position 
in the Liberty National bank. From 
the Liberty National he went to the 
First National Bank. His a bi Ii I v was

He was 
tried and condemned to be shot and 
pending his appeal to the tribal su ­ 
preme court he accepted a place on a 
league base ball team and spent the 
sum m er as a professional ball player. 
Learning that his appeal had been ad­ 
versely decided, he at once returned 
to Stringtown and on the appointed 
day of his execution promptly appear­ 
ed on the scene and 
met 
his 
fate 
bravely as befitted a Choctaw. That 
execution will ever live in the a n ­ 
nals of Choctaw history. 
Hundreds of citizens of the nation 
journeyed to the scene, a Mast m ajor­ 
ity feeling that the condemned man 
should not meet such a fate. Excite­ 
ment ran high and many predicted 
that the law would not be permitted 
to take its course, but the inherited 
instincts of the people were too strong 
Iv intrenched and Satin l-ewis gave 
up his life—a m artyr, as it were, to 
his political creed. 
Only once before in the long his­ 
tory of the Choctaws did her trib es­ 
men attem pt to rescue 
a 
prisoner 
from the law. In 1853 a Chickasaw 
was condemned to be shot for taking 
the life of a Choctaw. The crime was 
committed while both were under th e 
Influence 
of 
whiskey—in 
Pickens 
county near Fort Washita. The man 
protested his innocence and when led 
out to be shot fought with a fury that 
seemed superhum an.
